posed changes in the insurance laws. 
The additional tax will undoubtedly 
be placed on this business and all the 
proceeds turned into the state treas- 
ury in order to do away with the state 
levy on real and personal property.

assessors may administer an oath to 
bank cashiers and other officers of in- 
stitutions where deposits are fcept.ana 
puts assessors and cashiers under 
oath not to'disclose what they hear to 
any one except the auddtor; Mr. Me- 
Namee, to regulate and license private 
detectives, providing that no one shall 
"act in this capacity unless licensed by 
a judge of probate court; Mr. Allen, 
a congressional redistricting bill; Mr. 
Rowland, to change the inspection or 
low water mark on engines to the of 
flee of the inspectors of engineers; 
Mr. Jones, to provide for the appoint- 
ment by the > 'ate commissioner of 
railroads, a state inspector of auto- 
matic couplings and air brakes at a 
salary of 81,500 per year. 


The Carle resolution, providing for 


a request to the national congress to 
call a convention for the proposition 
of a constitutional amendment to elect 
United States senators by direct vc?te 
of the people, caused lively debate. It 
was defeated by a narrow margin. A 
proposition to enlarge the committee 
on federal relations also met defeat. 


The senate warmly debated the in- 


terurban terminals bill, but the meas- 
ure was finally laid over until naxt 
Tuesday for another hearing, without 
final fiction of any kind. The bill at 
present gives the right for interarban 
and other street railways to enter a 
city or town without the consent of 
|h,e property, owners, along^ ^the pro- 
posed route, and carries with it a pro- 
vision which, in all probability, would 
be construed as a perpetual franchise. 
The bill was originally intended for 
Cincinnati, but it was so amended as 
to include every city and town in the 
state, and the senators from the coun- 
try districts refused to be a pariy to 
its passage. It is now doubtful it the 
bill will pas? at all. 


Following bills were passed in the 


senate: Mr. Herrick, amending sec- 
tion 1493 so as to require a three 
months' residence on the part of 
paupers before they are entitled to re- 
lief from township trustees; Mr. Rou- 
debush, amending sections 4241 and 
4242 so as to require the building of 
partition fences where the roadways 
are not enclosed; Mr. Hosea, to pro- 
vide for the construction and mainte- 
nance of county memorial buildings 
to commemorate the services of the 
soldiers, sailors, marines and pioneers 
of the several counties of the state and 
authorizing issuing of bonds, the prop- 
osition to be submitted to vote of the 
people. 


The committee on municipal affairs
